NEW SET OF STUMPS. 


Series Will Be Attractive and 


Distinctive In Design. 


BBNEEAL 
HARBISON 
HOHQ&ED. 


Late Preniaent'i Face to Appear 


on « Thirteen Cent Stamp—X»reM«nt 
Serle« Han Been In Use Twelv* 
Yeara—Mclvinlcy'n Portrait on Po»t- 
a! Card. 


The bureau of engraving snd print- 


ing has receiveu instructions from the 
postoffice department to prepare de- 
signs for an entire ncw series of post- 
age stamps, says the Washington Star. 


The question of a new series of 


stamps was discussed in the fall fol- 
lowing tbe death of President McKin- 
ley, and. at that time tlie impressiou 
prevailed that when the new set was 
ordered the portrait of Presideut Me- 
Kiniey would surely adorn one of tlie 
denominations. Undoubtedly that was 
the plan at that time, but the depart- 
ment concluded to place the portrait of 
the late president upon a new postal 
card of uuique design, and this remov- 
ed bioi in a sense from the list of eligi- 
bles. 


However, a new face tvill appear up- 


on One of the stamps, that of the late 
President Harrison; In order that there 
might be a place for his portrait at the 
saiae time giving tbe public the best 
service, a new denomination ivas cre- 
ated, a thirteen cent stamp. There will 
be practically no demand for a stamp 
of this value for domestic use, but for 
foreign uae there is a place for this de- 
nomination. Thirteen cents represents 
the cost of sending a registered letter 
weighing not more than one-half ounce 
to any country within tbe postal union. 
Heretofore it bas been necessary to use 
a five and an eisbt cent stamp. Mrs. 
Benjamin Harrison has furnished the 
department a photograph of Geucrdl 
Harrison which meets her approval for 
the purpose proposed. 


Aside from the introduction of Gen- 


eral Harrison's face into the postal gal- 
lery of notables only one other change 
•will be made in the personnel of tbe 
series. Commodore Perry, whose face 
bas adorned the. ninety cent value from 
1870 down to 3894 and the dollar from 
IS04 to tbe present date, will be super- 
seded upon tbe dollar denomination bv 
another famous sua fighter, Admiral 
Parragut. Commodore Perry disap- 
pears permanently.
